Order Covered Red Cross. 

“I cabled back to the state depart- 
ment and asked whether the instruc- 
tions included Red Cross men in uni- 
form. The department in response said 
that they did and that Davison, head 
of the Red Cross, was going to in- 
struct Robins to discontinue his rela- 
tions with the soviets. Robins did re- 
ceive a cablegram so instructing him. 

“I told Robins I thought it was un- 
wise. for him to sever his relations 
abruptly and, moreover, I wanted to 
know what the bolshevists were doing. 
So I cabled Washington along these 
lines, but never received a reply and 
Robins continued to go to soviet head- 
quarters.” 

Not for Recognition.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—Reten-

Permanent Maximum 298,000. 
Under existing legislation the maxi- 
mum war strength of the PereaRUNE 
army is around 298,000. 

Voluntary enlistment to fill the regu- 
lar-army has been reinaugurated both 
in this country and in France, Gen. 
Pershing having been authorized to 
transfer recruits obtained from the ex- 
peditionary forces to the regular or- 
ganizations and to release an equivalent 
number of drafted men. 

There will remain, however, a de- 
ficiency of 200,000 from the total de- 
clared by the military awthoritigs to 
be the minimum consistent with the 
responsibilities of the United States’ 
These men, therefore, will have to 
come from the forces which the war. 
department had planned to demobilize. 
Secretary Baker, several days ago, 
said that his greatest regret was that 
a large nusnber of men will now have 
to be retained in the service.” 


1,390,000 in Actual Battles. 
American troops actually participat- 
ing in engagements against the enemy 
numbered 1,390,000 men. Gen. March an- 
nounced the figures today, showing that 
1,100,000 comprised divisional troops 
and divisional replacements; 240,000 
corps and army troops and 50,000 serv- 
ice of supply troops. 

Battle casualties of the American 
army in France, as shown by revised 
divisional records, totaled 240,197. 
These include killed in action, wound- 
ed, missing in action, and prisoners. 
The Thirty-third (lilinois) division 
suffered a total of 7,860 battle casual- 
ties. 

In the new list the Forty-second di- 
vision (Rainbow) reported a total of 
battle casualties of 12,252.

Evidence of graft estimated at $19,- 
000, involving an organized ring of 
soldiers at Camp Grant, civilians, and 
business: firms, was disclosed yester- 
day, according to the authorities, with 
the arrest of four men. 

An investigation conducted for some 
days is said to have revealed that the 
graft, which involves the sale of com- 
missary supplies, extends over a period 
of four months. 


Packing Driver Confesses. 

Those arrested yesterday are George 
Brennan, a driver for Morris & Co., 
and Sergeants Unger, Jones, and 
Stump of the school of bakers and 
cooks at Camp Grant. Brennan has 
made a confession, the authorities say, 
which implicates a top sergeant, two 
discharged soldiers, and two other 
civilians—nine in all. 
The charge against Brennan is that 
he would deliver only 50 per cent of 
goods received from Morris & Co. to 
Camp Grant, although through the al- 
leged connivanhee of thé others he 
would receive pay in full. 


Others Being Investigated. 
The other 50 per cent, according to 
charges, he would sell to Rockford 
firms. Frank Schafer and Salomone 
Bros., proprietors of Rockford meat 
markets, have admitted purchasing

We have 
obtained confessions from some of 
those under arrest which indicate that 
a number of Rockford business men 
are involved. What we are trying 
to get now is the higher ups.”

The Dohrer .scandal concerned at- 
tempts to sell discharges to enlisted 
men at Camp Grant at $200 a head 
and involved First Lieut. Wiley H. 
Dohrer, accused of soliciting and ac- 
cepting bribes. He never delivered the 
discharges. 
He fied from Detroit soon after an 
investigation, but was apprehended at 
Tulsa, Okla. He is now in jail in Rock- 
ford awaiting civil trial. The dis- 
closures came after his own discharge 
from the service. 


600 ASSYRIANS

Six hundred Assyrians staged a bat- 
tle last night at East End hall, in 
Clark and Erie streets, nearly 600 
chairs being broken in the fight that 
ended in the arrest of six men, includ- 
ing a professor from Columbia uni- 
versity.

RICH CHICAGOAN 
DISCIPLINED BY 
COURT MARTIAL 


Capt. Wayne Chatfield-Taylor, eldest 
son of Hobart C. Chatfield-Taylor, who 
is with the Third division headquarters 
at Ambernach, Germany, has been dis- 
ciplined, it was learned yesterday, 
through an order received by the war 
department. 

At a general court martial held Jan. 
23 Capt. Chatfield-Taylor was sen- 
tenced to confinement within the post 
limits for six months and to forfeit 
$100. The sentence does not mean im~ 
prisonment. He continues on duty, 
but cannot leave the post confines. 
The nature of the offense was not 
stated, but it is understood he was 
found guilty of incivility to a superior 
officer. 

Soon after the United States entered 
the war young Chatfield-Taylor entered 
the Fort Sheridan officers’ training 
camp, where he was commissioned a 
Heutenant. He went to Camp Grant and 
for a time was senior aid to the late 
Brig. Gen. L. W. V. Kennon. With 
Lieut. David Forgan he went to France 
with machine gun units of the Eighty- 
sixth division.

PARIS, March 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—The supreme war coun- 
ceil reached a decision tonight where-

The agreement provides a method 
for securing delivery of the German 
merchant ships and furnishing of an.

The method of 
payment, it is understood, will be by 
credits through neutral countries and 
by utilizing foreign securities held by 
Germany. 
The French at first objected to pay- 
ment by charging off a sum for the 
use of the German ships and also by 
German gold. The French opposed 
this diversion of funds, which, ‘they 
hold, ts part of the reparation. 

Question of Guilty Mén. 
The findings of the commission on 
responsibility for the war are still 
incomplete, It is understood the com- 
mission will include that the officials 
of the central powers were morally 
guilty of the most heinous crimes, but 
that physical punishment would of 
necessity be retroactive. 
The Americans have announced 
themselves as unwilling to adopt any 
expedients the constitutionality of 
which might bé questioned in the 
United States and in that event the 
Europeans would have to act alone 
if they were determined to punish the 
officials involved. 
A possible solution suggested is the 
formal denunciation in the preliminary 
peace treaty of the officials of the cen- 
tral empires. | 


Take Over Austrian Roads. 

The supreme war council has 
decided to give Herbert C. Hoover, 
director general of allied relief, 
practical control of all the ,rail- 
ways in the vid Austrian empire and 
to make him the mandatory of the 
council in demanding locomotives and 
freight cars from each of the new 
states of old Austria with which to 
create a food and relief service. The 
relief trains will run over all lines 
without political or military interfer. 
ence. 

The service will be under the relief 
administration headed by Mr. Hoover. 
He has placed the matter in the hands 
of American army engineers for execu- 
tion. The engineers have been detailed 
by Gen. Pershing. 

The decision of the council] amounts 
in effect to making Mr. Hoover direc- 
tor general of the Austrian railway 
system in the carrying out of relief 


work. 
Five New States Raised. 


Five new states have arisen within 
the area of old Austria and all have 
agreed to place the entire question of 
the distribution and management. of 
the railway rolling stock in his hands. 
The action taken is the result of re 
ports on the serious situation through- 
out Austria-Hungary. Owing to re 
strictions placed on American appro- 
priations for relief, Mr. Hoover has 
arranged for the British government 
to purchase $10,000,000 worth of food- 
stuffs from the United States Grain 
corporation. This will be turned over 
for distribution in Vienna. Similar re- 
lief measures will be taken in other 
parts of the old empire. 

The supreme councii will appoint a 
committee of four members to investi. 
gate methods by which the states of 
the former Austro-Hungarian empire 
can pay for the food. 


Give to Belgium. 


The peace conference commission on 
Belgian claims, it is reported, has

“ Bringing the inter-church move- 
ment downgo plain facts and figures,” 
said Mr. Smith last night, “it corre- 
sponds in the moral and religious field 
to thé codrdination of commercial ef- 
fort and achievement accomplished by 
the National Association of Commerce. 

“The movement has no relation to 
the mission of. Episcopal*bishops who 
are on their way to Rome in an effort 
to crystalize a universal religion. We 
do not base our efforts on doctrinal or 
organic unity but to codérdinate Chris- 
tian effort. The movement leaves every 
man free to foliow the doctrines and 
spiritual ambitions of his own creed 
or church. ¢ 

“Any society of nations, the pro- 
posed league of nations, must crumble 
unless the world is leavened with a 
unity of moral ideas. These moral and 
social ideals can’t be put over by un- 
related denominations. We _ desire 
unity in the matter of economic jus- 
tice and on all ‘moral issues and do 
not concern ourselves with the split- 
ting @f hairs or theological discussion. 

“Tomorrow 174,000 preachers will 
go to work, all driving at the same 
thing—the advancement of the world’s 
moral welfare. If this army of spiri- 
tual leaders were united in a battle 
for some great issue, nothing in the 
world could ‘stand against the drive. 
Any issue can be carried by unified 
religion, and it is the one thing in the 
world that cannot be bought.”

As in earlier Speeches, Senator Wil 
liam E. Borah, Republican of Idaho, 
denounced the proposed league as a 
league of diplomats rather than of na- 
tions, with an executive council in 
which Asiatic and European members 
could outvote America on purely Amer- 
ican issues. 

Senator Charles 8. Thomas, Demo- 
crat, of Colorado, reiterated his con- 
Viction that the United States ought 
not to be committed to a new and far 
reaching national policy in advance of 
a thorough knowledge of every detail 
involved in so momentous an under- 
taking. 

Former Senator Albert J. Beveridge 
of Indiana, who was chairman of the 
‘Progressive national convention in 
1912, presided. In: introducing the 
other speakers, Mr. Beveridge attacked 
the proposed international constitution 
a8 a partnership in which Europe and 
Asia would furnish the liabilities and 
the United States supply the assets. 

“We are told that we shall disap- 
point the world if we refuse,” (to join 
|a league of nations), he said. “If any 
business house ‘made contracts on that 
principle how long would it keep out 
of bankruptcy? Who says the world 
will be disappointed—and by what au- 
thority is this message delivered? Of 
course, certain European powers would 
be disappointed, because they have 
everything to gain and nothing to lose; 
by getting young, strong, and solvent 
America to underwrite their ventures. 


What of Nations on Outside? 


“What of the remaindbr of the 
world? Will the nations of South 
America be disappointed if we escape 
the trap? Will Norway and Sweden 
and Holland and Denmark and Swit- 
zerland and China and Spain? Or do 
they no longer count? Now that the 
test has come, are small and weak na- 
tions no longer to be considered? What 
has become of the self-determination of. 
the peoples? 

“We are instructed that we can be 
no longer ‘isolated. How have we 
ever been isolated? Not financially; 


not eommercially; not socially. We 
have been isolated only-in a political 
sense—only in the sense that we have 
not bound ourselves to take part in 
alien quarrels. God forbid that the 
American people ever allow themselves 
to be chained to that body of death, a 
permanent -foreign political alliance, 
involving them forever in-historic and 
alten .animosities, in racial and alien 
hatreds. 


Tail of International Kite. 


“It is said that we are now a world 
power and that we must take up new 
burdens. We are, indeed, a world pow- 
er and we do not intend to surrender 
that position and become the tail of an 
international kite. We welcome new 
burdens if they are legitimate; but we 
decline those betonging to others which 
they are eager to unload on us. 

_“ But it is said that we went to war 
to create this league of nations. That 
is simply not the truth. Everybody 
knows that if that had been the issue 
any: proposal of war would not have re- 
ceived ten votes in congress nor a hun- 
dred thousand in the country. The 
truth is that we went to war to whip 
Germany. That job is done. The next 
job—the immediate and imperative job 
—is to make peace and bring our sol- 
diers home.” _, 


Pian Is War Torch.—Sherman. 


New York, March 8.—Speaking on 
the subject of the league of nations 
at the Republican club here today, 
Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman of IIli- 
nois said the league in its present 
form would be a signal fire for war- 
fare in Europe. , 

Senator Sherman advocated a league 
“based on the laws of self-defense, 
with a declaration that war, except in 
self-defense, is an international crime.” 
He urged “a great codperative asso- 
ciation” as contrasted to a treaty 
under which “nine men assembled in 
some star chamber in Europe can 
send us to war.”

LEAGUE LUEL U.S. 
TO SLEEP—WOOD 


New York, March 8.—[Special.J]—A. 
warning that the league of nations 
should not be perinitted to lull the 
country back into its prewar state 
of unpreparedness was sounded today 
by Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, chief 
speaker and guest at a luncheon in 
the Hotel Pennsylvania held by the 
New York area committee of the Meth- 
odist cengenary committee, © which 
launched informally its campaign to 
raise $140,000,000. 

The commander of the central de- 
partment, who was vigorously cheered, 
also criticized with considerable feel- 
ing the treatment being accorded dis- 
charged soldiers, ending his speech 
with a strong plea for universal! train- 
ing for preparedness. 

“I know that you are all interested : 
in giving ub the best America,” Gen. 
Wood said. “Before going further 
I want you to give serious thought | 
to the treatment of the men who are 
coming back from the war. About 
2,000,000 have or are to be returned 
from overseas. I want to say right 
here, too, that the men in the train- 
ing camps are just as worthy of the 
best treatment in the way of jobs as 
the men coming home from France.” 

“There is only room for one flag 
in this country and that is the Ameri- 
can flag,” he continued. “ Another 
thing—we have room for only one lan- 
guage in this country. That is the 


English language. If we want to live 
as a people in peace don’t let a league 
of nations or anything else replace 
a sound and rational state of pre- 
paredness on our part.”

FLORIDA SEA FISHING—FISHES. 


é< HE fish every ngler coming 

south wants to hook up with,” 

continues Sea Fisher, “is the 
: tarpon, but most fishermen 
come here too early to get the best 
tarpon fishing. You can get ‘em at 
Tampico and Panama during the win- 
ter months, but the best time to come 
to Florida after these big aping her- 
rings is April and May, when they 
come north to spawn. Tarpon grow 
to weigh 400 pounds, but a 150 pounder 
is a dandy to get on hook and line. 

“Tarpon fishing is a _ spectacular 
sport. The fish are big and distinctive 
in appearance, with their large silvery 
scales, and they leap in a 1 anner that 
is almost unbelievable. I have seen 
them leap, when hooked, six or eight 
times, ten feet in the air and clearing 
all of thirty feet of water on some 
leaps. 

“One fellow down here last spring 
brought in a tarpon (his first) which he 
claimed weighed 150 pounds. When it 
was put on the scales it went just a 
trifle over 95 pounds. He still declared 
that it was a 150 pound fish. ‘The 
crazy brute worked off at least 55 
pounds in jumping around so much,’ 
he insisted. 


“The angler new to Florida waters 
will probably use his heavy tackle for 
tarpon, but the sporting way to take 
this fish is on regulation club tackle: 
a nine thread line and a rod with a 
butt not over eightcen inches long and | 
a tip not less than five feet and six’ 
ounces. This rod is identical to that 
of the Catalina club, except that they 
restrict the handle to fourteen inches 
in length. 

“If you take a fish weighing a hun- 
dred pounds or more on this tackle it 
is an achievement, but the beginner 
had better not try it ur‘il he has 
turned the trick with his heavier rod. 
Regardless of the tackle .e uses he 
should get a good boatsman and follow 
his advice.

“Most anglers prefer old style tar- 
pon tackle when. going against sail 
fish, but the real thrills come when 
you hook one with a nine thread line 
and a nine ounce rod. If you hook and 
land one on light tackle you are a real ' 
fisherman and if you do it without get: | 
ting an attack of near heart failure 
you are an iceberg.

PRESERVING EGGS. 


HiRE are so many roads of ap- 
proach toe the subject of preserv- 
ing eggs and such an intermina- 
ble number of pathways to the 
whole egg question that I find either 

ne of these a perplexing thing to 
> about. 

have never preserved any eggs, 
but have a rather high ideal as to how 
the work should be done with infer- 
tile eggs, laid by hens on the spot or 
on a spot I could know all about, and 
also I have ideals about the care of 
these eggs after they are preserved 
and stored. Real storage in most small 
city apartments is a good deal of a 
turce for a number of reasous. 

The best source of information for 

all such questions as the preservation 
of eggs is the department of agricul- 
ture and the experiment stations of 
the different states. The University of 
Wisconsin’s circular 74, with the title 
“Preserve Spring Eggs for Winter 
Use.” is one of the bulletins on the 
Fubject. It says: “One-half of the 
vearly egg crop is produced in March, 
April, May, and June. Then more 
ges are produced than are consumed. 
(‘onsumers Will do well to store enough 
now to use when production fs light.” 
- Hens, helping the nation in one way 
or another, are always to be found 
at most of these agricultural experi- 
ment stations, and a country bred 
person Hke myself will always feel 
that people who can handle fresh eggs 
with their slightly rough surface are 
the ones that know eggs as is eggs, 
though I must say that such people 
are not likely to know much about 
blinds, checks, leakers, seconds, 
shrunken, held, stale, weak, watery, 
heated floaters, musty eggs, black rots, 
heavy spots, white rots, red rots, blood 
rings, green whites, sour rots, and all 
that endless terminology of the hand- 
lers and candlers of eggs. 


* 
Much Interest in- Subject. 

As a city person, living in a sma! 
apartment, I must say that my inter- 
est in eggs Ils not great. As a country 
dweller, or with the facilities of a coun- 
try dweller in reference to eggs, it 
would be great. Nevertheless more 
people addressed me in omé way or 
another last spring and summer on 
the subject of preserving eggs than on 
any other one question. I absolutely 
refused to tell what I know on this 
subjeot over the telephone. I do not 
want to spend the time to write out 
partg of the extended advice from re- 
liable sources, because it seems a waste 
of time, since these things are in print 
and accessible. There are three pages 
devoted to the subject in “The Pure 
Food Cook Book,” which sells for a 
dollar. 

Tf there is any household process 
that should be carefully prepared for, 
and then carried out by following 
minutely some reliable directions, 
should say that it was this of preserv- 
ing eggs. Yet people have purchased 
a case of eggs in June, and after these 
were in the house sought of me infor- 
mation as to how to preserve them. I 
have then become a perfect Job’s com- 
forter, and I do not enjoy the rdle. 
Eggs in hot weather quickly deterior- 
ate, and to preserve eggs even slightly 
“off” is foolish. 

It is a pleasant thing to know that 
a woman who has preserved eggs and 
has every facility for caring for them 
after they are preserved, who is a di- 
rector of the domestic science groups 
of a federation of women’s clubs, is un- 
dertaking a propaganda among her 
groups for the preserving of eggs. 
Some one has made the statement that 
“for immemorial ages good house- 
keepers have been devising means of 
keeping the indispensable egg fresh 
and eatable.” The best that I can do is 
to prove that housekeepers have been 
interested in the matter for a hundred 
years. The new method is that of 
using water glass, but lime has been 
used for a long time, as have many oth- 
er materials, while the cold storage 
men tell us there is no way but theirs. 


Other Ways Than Water Glass. 

Among the queries that have come 
to me have been several about other 
ways than that of using water, glass, 
which most people are trying or want 
to try. A long preachment might be 
founded on this subject of trying differ- 
ent methods, the jexperimenter first 
using all her reasoning powers and 
getting all possible information. 

As a text we might take what Miss 
Beecher has to say in ker book, first 
issued in 1846. Remember that she 
was the daughter of the man who was 
said to have been the father of more 


riet Beecher Stowe, wrote much on 
household subject, as did their fa- 
mous brother's wife and even the 
brother himself, Henry Ward Beecher, 
Here it is: 

“ Eggs are preserved longer by pack- 
ing them close, standing on their sma!) 
ends. Another way is to pack them in 
fine salt, small end down. Another 
way is to pack them small end down 


“and then pour on them a mixture of 


four quarts of unslacked lime, two 
ounces of salt, and two ounces of 
cream tartar. This will serve for nine 
dozen eggs. Try all these ways.” 

In the Wisconsin bulletin it says in 
reference to the storing in 
solution: 

“Lime solution may be oss by 
slacking two pounds of quick Mme in 
a Small quantity of hot water; mix 
this with two gallons of water, and add 
one pound of salt. Stir thoroughly and 
allow to settle. Pour off the clear 
solution and use it for the preserva- 
tive... This is sufficient to preserve 
ubout twelve dozen eggs. Neither the 
lime*nor the water glass solution is 
fér more than one year’s use.” 

Note this: “Good for only one year’s 
use.” People have written to me ask- 
ing if water glass could be used a sec- 
ond tire.

statements: 

“(reat care is required in storing 
eggs. The lofts where they cre kept 
must be scrupulously clean and kept 
clean, as well as ventilated. There 
must be no other article capable of giv- 
ing off an odor stored in the same 
room. A whole room full of eggs has 
been known to be tainted by the odor 
of lemons stored in an adjoining room 
and separated from the eggs by a brick 
wall,” 

In damp cellars eggs are affected by 
the odors of cabbages, onions, and 
other vegetables and other worse 
things so that they become entirely 
off in flavor. It is needless to say that 
it is rather a foolish thing to preserve 
eggs thus off, though they candle as 
perfect. 

The Pure Food Cook Book says that 
not only clean receptacles but prefer- 
ably those which can be sealed hermet- 
ically are best, and half gallon screw 
cap jars, which will hold fourteen or 
fifteen eggs, advisable. Here is provis- 
ion for keeping the liqu@d from thicken- 
ing through evaporation and possibly 
from being vitiated by impure air. 

In this book there are descriptions 
of what water glass Is i. different forms 
and how it behaves, matters worth 
being intelligent about, if we are to 
undertake the preservation of eggs. It 
says: 

“ Some of the water glass is extremely 
alkaline in reaction. Eggs preserved 
in such glass will not keep well, so 
purchase as nearly neutral water glass 
as possible. However, it is perfectly 
safe to use the ordinary commercial 
water glass, provided the dealer under- | 
stands for what purpose it is pur- 
chased. It is true that lime water may 
be ch and just as effective as a 


far preferable frum the standpoint of 
flavor.” 
Problem for the Housekeeper. 
There is a problem for the house- 
keeper set in this perfectly easy cook 


book. Cook books are full of such, but 
they are not always recognized. Every 


some simple chemical tests. If she wil! 
buy, with her water glass, some litmus 
paper, and if she finds; that this water 
giass turns a piece of that paper blue, 
she would better take it back and get 
a neutral mixture. 

Last year I noticed bargains in 
water glass advertised, and I felt quite 
uneasy. More than that, a man who 
wanted to sell water glass applied to 
me for some information which showed 
distinctly that he was not intelligent 
enough to handle it. In general, it may 
be diluted nine or ten times with water. 
Authorities differ on this matter, and 
I should have to try both, and besides, 
get a standard water glass. 

If this sounds like talk from Mr. 
Lugubrious Blue, remember I have 
an opportunity to know the seamy side 
of this business of preserving foods, 
including eggs. One poor egg will 
spoil a whole container, so egg cand- 
ling skill is required among the other 
things. An egg recently laid has been 
known to be bad, though I imagine this 
would happen only once.in a thousand 
times, especially when hens are cared

mix well, using two forks: melt one- 
third cup of butter in one-half cup of 
hot water; add gradually to bread mix- 
ture, tossing and mixing until eventy 
moistened; add one egg lightly beaten, 
continue mixing, and use as directed. 
If bread is stale more moisture may 
be added. 

Apple Rings. 

Wipe, core, and pare fine flavored, 
firm apples. Cut them crosswise in 
one-half inch slices; sprinkle with 
lemon juice to keep them white. Pre- 
pare a sirup with one cup each of 
granulated’ sugar and water. Cook 
two or three rings at a time in the 


‘sirup, turning often with a fork until 


rings are tender but not broken; watch 
carefully that rines are not over- 
cooked and lose their shape. Drain 
and use as a garnish around baked 
pork tenderloin, roast pork, goose, etc. 
Glazed Sweet Potatoes. 

Wash and pare six medium sized 
sweet potatoes; cut them in halves 
lengthwise. Parboil ten minutes in 
boiling salted water. Drain and ar- 
range them in a well buttered agate 
dripping pan. Spread them generous- 
ly with butter and sprinkle thickly 
with white, brown, or maple sugar: 
add-Gne-fourth cup of boiling water 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
tender; basting often with sirup in 
pan. Oven should not be too hot, as 
these potatoes scorch readily and the 
flavor ruined.

Refore the home was established the 
getite cases were turned over to the 
sunty hospital, where they spent 
heir time among bedridden suffering 
ith no chance for development. 

The majority of children so afflicted 
are doomed to a life of misery because 
of the lack of institutions operating 
with this specific need in view. 


The Frances Juvenile home was or- 


ganized in 1909. It has cared for hun- 
areds oof these unfortunates with 
marked evidence of success. Not only 


are they given medical attention, but 
they are put through the regular pub- 
le school course, with proper modifica. 
tions, since few of them are normal. 
Domestic arts are also taught, and the 
poard of education furnishes the teach- 
er. A capable superintendent, who is 
agraduate nurse, with the help of ar 
assistant, looks after the children when 
they are not in the classroom. Their 
play life is not neglected. 
These children come to the home 
from most all public and private chari- 
ties and social agencies, and with a 
few exceptions are not paid for. The 
salary of the teacher is paid by the 
board of education, but the expenses of 
feeding them and the heating, lighting, 
and salaries of attendants must be met 
by voluntary contributions. It is man- 
aged by a board of directors, with the 
indorsement of the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce subscription investi- 
gation committee. The cost for main- 
taining one child for one year is $200.

The makers of the con- 
stitution did not foresee the need of 
welfare work. In their day it was plain 
that the people of the new country would 
need an army, for they spent most of 
their time fighting Indians or the British 
or the French. The scattered people had 
difficulty in corresponding with one an- 
other, and, therefore, the need of postal 
facilities was recognized. The need cf a 
standardized currency was easily recog- 
nized by a people who had had to use 
local moneys, pine tree shillings, and 
even Wampum as mediums of exchange. 
The machinery of government was a sub- 
ject of constant discussion. 

But the complicated social life which 
would develop out \of crowded popula- 
tions could not be visioned by the fron- 
tier people and, therefore, the constitu- 
tion is just about silent on all welfare 
subjects. This has the disadvantage of 
not suggesting things to people, but once* 
they get stirred up such a constitution

the courses in physiacl education re- 
quired by this bill. Therefore, section 3 
provides for an appropriation for the 
teaching of teachers in the normal col- 
leges. This starts at one million dollars, 
increases a million a year for two years, 
and is then to be continuad annually at 
three millions. 

Section 4 provides for an initial an- 
nual expenditure for instruction and 
training of children of $10,000,000. This 
is to be increased $3,000,000 a year until 
it reaches $25,000,000. Thereafter the 
appropriation is to be continued at that 
figure. The bill plainly sets forth the 
intention of the government- which 
passes it to stay by the work under- 
taken. The money ts allotted to the 
states in the proportion which their pop- 
ulations between the ages of 6 and 1 
vears of age bears to the total popula- 
tion of the United States between 6 and 
18 years of age inclusive.

ment it is necessary enhat it shall mecte 
several requirements. First, the state 


must appropriate at least an amount 
equal to its allotment to be expended 
for physical education. The plans of a 
state for physical education must meet 
the approval of the bureau of educa- 
tion.

The bill provided for the promotion of 
physical education in the United States 
through coéperation with the states, It 
is intended that some part of each schoo! 
day shall be set aside for such directed 
supervised play, such gymnasium work 
under trained instructors, as will 
straighten out the little crooked backs, 
will loosen the joints, develop thé 
muses, deepen the chest, broaden the 
shoulders, develop wind and endurance, 
and bring roses to the cheeks.

The mental and 
emotional concentration involved in the hearing of this 
music fatigues as does no other music; not even “ Tristan.” 
HE range of his ideas, like his dynamic range, is 
limited. Yet there is magic in his music, the magic of 
evocation. Not to describe, but to evoke, in effortless 
imagery, is the quintessence of his art. He is a painter

big block; an exquisite miniaturist, he does not handle 
a bold brush, nor boast the epical sweep of his predeces- 
sors; Berlioz for one.

“Nocturnes,” “La Mer,” and “Images” at once reveal 
the strength and limitations of Debussy, who was not a 
builder of the “ lofty rhyme,” though he was a creator of 
complex rhythms; not a cerebral composer—like Vincent 
d’Indy, for example—but an emotional one; not a master 
of linear design, but a colorist; a poet, not an architect.

George Moore’s “Sister Teresa,” long out of print and 
commanding a high premium with rare book dealers, has 
been reissued by Brentano’s uniform with the collected edi- 
tion of the author’s works. 

S. G. Tallentyre, author of the classic life of Voltaire, has 
made a selection to reveal “ Voltaire in His Letters ” which 
shows many. facets of the French skeptic’s mind and con- 
tains some hitherto unpublished correspondence. [Put- 
nam’s.] 

“The Education of Henry Adams” [Houghton-Miffin], 
which unquestionably will rank with the world’s greatest 
biographies, has gone into a sixth large edition. 

“A Lute of Jade” is a selection and translation of 
poems by nineteen classical Chinese poets by L. Cranmer- 
Byng (Dutton). The poems range from those of Confucius 
to the moderns, and, whatever th@r lyrical quality in the 
original, these translations in verse have an ingenious, 
haunting beauty. Conveying an exotic pleasure, too, are 
the “ Chinese Lyrics,” translated from the French of Judith 
Gautier by James Whithall [Huebsch]. 

OSSIBLY the reason why we have never had a wholly 
satisfactory book on the nature of women is that the 
only ones who have felt an urge to tell the whole 

truth about the sex afe ones who were very inadequately 
equipped to do it, such as neurotic damsels like Marie 
Bashkirtseff and Mary MacLane, or spinsters of forty like 
Ellen Key, or ascetic bachelors like Schppenhauer (who 
wanted to marry at 60), or romantic misogynists like Otto 
Weininger (who blew his brains out over a flapper at 23), or 
thinkers like Nietzsche (whose acquaintance with women 
was limited to his sister and a young Russian Jewish sec- 
retary). Three new books are out on this perennial prob- 
lem, one of which will not be obtainable in this country 
long as our medieval censorship exists. , 

The book denied admission to our matiie is Dr. Marie 
Stopes’ “ Married Love,” which has been acclaimed by 
medical, lay, and clerical critics in England and France as 
book of the highest importance. From reviews and ex- 
cerpts printed in English magazines, the book appears to 
be a valuable contribution to sex theory and science, with 
an original idea advanced about the “erotic periodicity 
of women. Dr. Stopes is a doctor of science and of philos- 
ophy, a botanist and an anthropologist, a member of the 
faculty of the University of Manchester, and may thus be 
reasonably credited with serious purpose and intent; but 
her scientific treatise, under the régime of the Comstock- 
ians, is classed with the bawdy and the obscene. 

Another book on the subject, “ Women,” appears anony- 
mously under the imprint of Alfred A. Knopf. Despite 
the salvos and alarums in other quarters announcing it 
as an astonishing and revolutionary work, I find it but a 
compendium of ancient and specious generalities, full of 
clichés, badly and dully written. The burden of its theme 
is that women are vain, parasitical, and creatures of prey. 
Some one has suggested that Arnold Bennett wrote it. It 
is crude and injudicious enough philosophically to be Ben- 
nett’s work, but he has never written so badly, even in 
“ Self-Management” and “How to Live on Twenty-four 


Hours a Day.”

The young 
lieutenant who is your guide shows you casually a ravine in which he found 
fourteen dead marines, each of them with a dozen of more canteens strapped | 
around his shoulder—canteens taken from fallen comrades who had no further 
use for water. The lHeutenant turns to one of your companions, a New York 
business man, and says: “Here’s where Bill got it,” Bill having been the 
New York business man’s son. The father looks about him for a moment 
or two, picks up the nose of a shell near where his son fell, and then walks 1 7 
back to the car. 
You proceed farther into the wood and find some wet pages from a book. 
It is Stephen Leacock’s “ Moonbeams from the Larger Lunacy.” As you fold 
it and put it in your wallet, wondering what literary doughboy left it there, the 
lieutenant says: “A chap named Montague Glass found the other part of 
that book last week and said he wouldn't take a hundred dollars for it."

The German cemeteries even in the remotest depths 6f the Argonne 
are similarly permanent and spectacular, full of florid decorations and orotund 
obituary. One warrior’s tomb at St. Mihiel is adorned by a particularly large 
and handsome iron cross. You find it later ornamenting the front of the car, 
Sergt. Livermore, the driver, having taken a fancy to it. 

The farther route to Metz; Luxembourg, Treves and the Coblenz bridgehead, 
where the Third American army reigns, is lined with minor incidents and 
sensations, and it requires several days to travel. But you will be traversing 
the haphazard path above outlined in rubberneck wagons before long in 
fortv hours or so.

Approving 
the play, society advanced the cost of 
{ts production at the Republic thea- 
ter last Sunday night before an in- 
vited audience that was expected to 
have the first good laugh and after- 
ward spread the news of the play’s 
existence.

Attended Public School. 


My children, when young, went to 
the public school near us, the little 
Cove school, as it is called.

Besides profiting by the more canon- 
ical books on education, we profited 
by certain essays and articles of a less 
orthodox ‘type. I wish to express my 
warmest gratitude for such books—not 
of avowedly didactic purpose—as 
Laypra Richards’ books, Josephine 
Dodge Daskam’s “ Madness of Philip,” 
Palmer Cox’s “ Queer People,” the mel- 
odies of Father Goose and Mother 
Wild Goose, . Flandreau’s “Mrs. 
White's,” Myra Kelly’s stories of her 
little east side pupils, and Michelson’s 
“ Madigans.” It is well to take duties, 
and life generally, seriously. It is also 
wel? to remember that a sense of hu- 
mor is a healthy anti-scorbutic to that 
portentous seriousness which defeats 
its own purpose.

When this form of protection is care 
fully selected the car owner is practi- 
cally immune from pecuniary loss 
through accident No man with a 
modicum of good common sense wil) 
ever take a car om the road without 
being so protected. 

_ The understanding of what consti- 

tutes satisfactory.protection in the use 
of a car does not seem to be generally 
Giffused even in the motoring com- 
munity. I have met scores of car 


who are extremely hazy as to the exact 
limits of the protection they enjoy. 
This is absolutely wrong. The car 
owner should know exactly what pro- 
tection he has bought. Suppose we 
giance briefly at what automobile in- 


owner should look for in his policy a 
he is to be really safe. 

Automobile insurance may be divided 
§nto four major classes. First comes 
fire risk, which almost every one cCar- 
vies; then collision damage to the 
vehicle, property damage, which covers 
{injury done by the car to another 
vehicle or other property, and, finally, 
liability. 

Y believe that every thinking man 
will agree that the last is the most im- 
portant. Damage through fire or col- 
lision is limited to the value of the 
. wehicle involved. Damages awarded to 
an injured person in the coprts may 
run to as much as $30,000. Several 
verdicts of this amount have been 
brought in, and for the ordinary man 
this means something like ruin. 

Now, liability insurance is the most 
expensive of the lot. On what is 
known as the standard policy, for a 
ear of say thirty horsepower, the pre- 
mium for liability insurance will be 


the neighborhood of $65. This is more; 


than twice as much as any of the 
other classes cost, and many men are 


tempted to “underwrite” themselves/ 


and save the original outlay. 

The only advice to be given any one 
trying to save money in this way is 
Mr. Punch’s advice to a young man| 
_about to be married: “Don't.” Let us 
put it another way. If one were about 
to buy a car and yet felt that the 
added cost of taking out Mability 
surance too much for him, I 
would frankly advise him not to buy 
& car. - 


In addition to covering damages as- 
Bessed by the courts for injuries in- 
fiicted, the standard insurance policy 
places the cost of defending such suits 
on the insuring company. Such com- 
panies have the best attorneys obtain- 
able, as minimizing damages is part 
of their business enterprise. They also 
pay for medical attentions given at 
the time of the accident. 

The other classes of automobile in- 
surance are more obviously necessary 
and.almost every car owner appreci- 
ates the need forthem. Fire is always, 
& possibility about a vehicle that de- 
vives its power from a highly inflam- 
mable liquid like gasoline. Yet fire in- 
*surance is comparatively cheap. On 
the standard policy for a medium 
priced car it will run about $15 per year. 
There is not much need for emphasiz- 
ing the necessity for fire insurance, 
but any car owner who is not so 
covered should take out a policy. 

Collision insurance protects the car 
against any damage suffered in the 
course of any accident. Any one who 
has driven much on crowded thor- 
oughfares understands the ever pres- 
ent possibility of damage to his vehi- 
cle through no fault of his own and 
will gladly pay the $30 that this class 
of insurance will give him for a $2,000 
* car. 


Finally, an investment of $15 per year 
‘will protect him against payment for 
damage done to another vehicle or 
Other piece of property, up to the 
value of $1,000. The damage to any 
plece of property on the highway will 
seldom exceed $1,000, so that we may 
call this full protection, 

Some insurance companies write 
what is known as a “valued policy.” 
That is to say, a definite value is put 
upon the car and this sum is paid 
over in case the car is lost through 
fire, theft or explosion. Other com- 
panies have other rules for assessing 
the value of the lost vehicle, and the 
car owner in taking out his policy 
should. be sure that the writing com-

~ § rules with which not all drivers 
are familiar, but the observance 
of which will often simplify driv- 

ing even under the most trying condi- 

tions. 

When driving in snow and sleet, and 
even in heavy rain, it is of course neo- 
essary to have the side curtains 
closed, for comfort. Im this case, vi- 
sion through the windshield is often 
seriously obstructed by the snow or 
rain on the glass, 


‘There are some patented windshield 
cleaners on the market that assist 
greatly in overcoming this condition, 
but if your car. does not happen to be 
equipped with one of them you can 
get around the difficulty by adjusting 
the windshield. Leave the lower half 
entirely closed and adjust the upper 
half so that it slants out enough to 
give you clear vision between the up- 
per and lower glasses—an inch or two 
will suffice. In this way the snow or 
rain that beats in will not bother you to 
any extent. 

When the streets are slippery the 
safest practice is to ure tire chains. 
particularly on the rear wheels. But 
should you be driving without them 
be careful how you handle the brakes. 

Never apply the brakes suddenly 
under these conditions. The best meth. 
od is to keep your foot off the clutch 
pedal, leaving the clutch in engage- 
ment, and then when you wish to 
apply the brakes take your foot off 
the throttle, close the hand throttle en- 
tirely, and apply the brake gradually. 

This causes the motor to help you 
slow down and keeps the pressure 
perfectly equalized on both rear 
wheels. Do not apply the power sud- 
denly on slippery streets. Open the 
throttle gradually. 


¢ If you happen to be driving down | 


hill you can use the motor as a brake 
by shifting into second or first speed 
on steeper grades, then close the throt- 
tle. You will rarely have to use the 
brake if you follow this method. 


When the road is slippery, summer 
or winter, always drive at such a speed 
that you can stop with reasonable 
quickness without the danger of skid- 
ding. You have always got to figure 
on “the other fellow,” and you never 
know what he is going to do. 


A car suddenly turning into the main |

@areless pedestrian who steps into your

It appears to me that there is an intermit- | 


tent action of the ignition system—that is, 
the spark is cut off at times so the engine 
will not fire. This may be due to improper 
setting of the breaker points, or if they are 
rough and pitted they may stick, thus not 
breaking the primary current as they should. 
When an engine stops very suddenly or can- 
not get started readily the ignition in most 
cases may be assumed to be faulty. With 
any other trouble you generally get some 
sort of explosion, providing, of course, the 
engine is timed right. valves seating, etc. 
Before condemning the timer or distributer 
make sure your battery is all right, as a 
partial short circuit in it or the wires would 
cut off the ignition.
